SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires, by December 1, 2023, and by each December 1
thereafter, the Tennessee Bureau of Investigation (TBI) to submit a report on child and human
trafficking crimes and trends in Tennessee to the Governor, the Speaker of the House of
Representatives, and the Speaker of the Senate.

FISCAL IMPACT:
NOT SIGNIFICANT

Assumptions:

e The legislation specifies that the report is to be based upon data available to the TBI, as
well as current programs and activities of the bureau’s human trafficking unit.

e |tis assumed that this refers to data and information that is either currently possessed by
the bureau, subsequently collected in the normal course of its duties, or otherwise
available to be obtained by the bureau within its existing resources.

e Therefore, any fiscal impact to the TBI or state government is estimated to be not
significant.
